In the cocaine center of the west side, it is 
estimated by so well qualified an authority 
as the Very Rev. Walter Taylor Sumner, 
dean of the Episcopal cathedral of SS. Peter 
and Paul and superintendent of city missions 
of the Episcopal church, that 90 per cent of 
the inhabitants use cocaine. Poisonous drugs 
are sold right and left under the shadow of 
the cathedral. 


Police Fail in Their Duty. 
The detectives and uniformed policemen 
attached to the Desplaines street station 
are supposed to arrest violators of law in 
the district. The duty of plain clothes 
‘men especially is to discover violators of 
ahe law and bring them to justice. 

If it is difficult for the paid guardians of 
the city to discover sellers of cocaine it is 
easy for the ordinary citizen who goes into 
the district with his eyes open and with the 
intention of detecting drug venders. 

A personal investigation was made by a 
reporter for Tum TRisuNE on Tuesday and 
Wednesday nights with the aid of Dean 
Sumner and Father Haslam of the cathedral. 
The reports of the freedom and daring with 
which the drug is dispensed were fully 
borne out_by the investigation.

“flake” within an hour and a half on 
Wednesday night. One purchase was made 
across @ saloon bar. On the night previous 
cne purchase was made in a drug store 
where customers were present.

August H. Vogel of Milwaukec Tells 
Chicago Dealers That Decreased 
Consumption of Flesh Has Reduced 
Number of Cattle Killed and Thus 
Curtailed Output of Hides, Causing 
Them to B an Excessive Figure 
—Others Address Banquet. 


Vegetarians are largely responsible for the 
increasing price of shoe leather, in the belief 
of August H. Vogel of Milwaukee, Wis. Mr. 
Vogel was the principal speaker last night 
at the semi-annual dinner of the Shoe and 
Leather association of Chicago at the Audi- 
torium hotel. 

He and other speakers complained that 
shoes in Chicago were sold too cheaply. 

The world’s visible supply of hides, said 
Mr. Vogel, “is every year becoming less in 
proportion to the increase in population. The 
hide industry is dependent on the consump- 
tion of meat. It is a byproduct of the pack- 
ing industry. People are eating less meat 
than formerly. The consumption of cereal 
and vegetable foods is increasing every year, 
and the price of leather ia increasing pro- 
portionately. 

There has been an advance in shoe leather 
all along the line, and it would be natural 
and legitimate for shoe dealers to ask for 
from 10 to 80 per cent more for their goods, 
but they don’t except in the cheapest grades. 

Says Shoes Sell Too Cheap. 

John E. Wilder of Wilder & Co. also com- 
plained because dealers did not ask more for 
their shoes. 

What is needed.“ said he, is a. Carrie 
Nation league among shoemen that will go 
about Chicago smashing the glass signs that 
bear fixed price shoes. It ie the fixed, in- 
elastic price that is the greatest stumbling 
block to your progress. 

“ Hides have advanced from 50 to 60 per 
cent, sole leather from 20 to 25 per cent, and 
upper leather from 30 to 40 per cent, yet 
shoes are selling at the same old price.“ 

The closer relationship of employer and 
employ6 as a means for the suppression of 
vice, in addition to the higher saloon license, 
was suggested by Mr. Wilder. 

„In looking over my pay roll I find that less 
than 59 per cent of my employés have worked 
for me over nine months,” he said. “We 
must take more interest in our young em- 
ployés. Not until we do this will our wives, 
our families, and our property be safe. Not 
until then will Chicago be entirely free from 
crime.” 


Calhoun Wants Trade Expansion. 

W. J. Calhoun, another speaker, regretted 
that the foreign trade of the United Statesis 
comparatively small. 

Trade must be pushed beyond the con- 
fines of the nation and find a market else- 
where if America is to progress,“ he seid: 
The struggle today is not for territory or 
for political power, but for more trade. The 
whole eastern part of South America is open 
to us if we will enter.“

The Chicago Telephone company paid the 
city $200,000 yesterday afternoon on ac- 
count.”

He will report today how many 
men will be required to complete the exam- 
ination and determine the exact amount of 
money still due the city. When this amount 
has been ascertained the company promises 
to make complete payment. | 

Attorney John Barton Payne brought the 
check te the city hall during the afternoon 
end presented it to the controller. Mr. Me- 
Gann tried to disguise his emotions, but the 
fact is that the Chicago Telephone company 
pays the city employés this month. 

McGann’s Offer Is Accepted. 

Considerable letter writing attended the 
payment. Mr. McGann suggested that §200,- 
(00 should be paid on account in a let- 
ter to President Wheeler, in Which he said: 

“The corporation counsel advises me in 
relation to the decision of the Supfeme court 
that in the bill for an accounting which the 
city has pending against your company it 
will be entitled to recover from your com- 
pany 8 per cent of the gross receipts from 
the telephone business gg that portion 
ct the city annexed after the passage of 
your ordinance. 

“In view of this I suggest, with the ap- 
proval of the mayor, the propriety of your 
making a remittance of, say, $200,000, on 
account, without prejudice to any rights 
which the city or the company may have. 
It is, of course, understood that any dif- 
ferences which may exist between your com- 
pany and the city will be subject to such 
fair adjustment as may seem necessary 
and proper, the city being willing always 
to give every one his day ip court if neces- 
gary.” |

WOMAN KILLED BY BUGGY 


As Mrs. Mary A. Pinney; 69 Years 
Old, Is Crossing Van Buren Street 
at Lafilm Vehicle Approaches, Oc- 
cupants Shout to Get Out of War, 
and Speed On Over Her Body—Vic- 
tim Dies on Arrival at the. County 
Hospital.

While crossing Van Buren street at Laflin 
last night Mrs. Mary A. Pinney, 6 years old. 
514 West Adams street, was knocked down 
by a horse and buggy. She died half an hour 
later at the county hospital. The two men 
in the buggy, seeing the woman. hurled to the 
pavement, urged the horse to greater speed 
and escaped. 

Mrs. Pinney, who was walking Forth in 
Laflin street, apparently did not see the ap- 
proaching horse and buggy until she was half 
way across Van Buren. One of the men 
shouted something to her, seemingly an order 
to get out of the way, but made no effort to 
stop the horse. The woman became confused 
and halted. 5 

The animal ran against ber squarely, and 
she was hurled to the street, her head striking 
the pavement. The wheels of the buggy 
passed over her body. 

Men Flee in Haste. 

The men looked back at the woman and saw 
persons run to her from each side of the 
street. Thedesire to escape responsibility for 
their reckless driving apparently was upper- 
most in the minds of the riders, who urged 
the horse into a galiop and paid no attentios 
to shouts of citizens, who called for them to 


stop. 

T. C. Williams, 588 West Van Buren street, 
and William Pack, 870 Grand avenue, were 
first to reach the unconscious form of the 
woman. With the assistance of others they 
carried her into Williams’ house. The police 
of the Lake streét station were notified by 
telephone and an ambulance was sent to take 
Mre. Pinney to the h tal. 

Physicians found that her skull had been 
fractured and she was otherwise severely 
bruised and cut. Preparations were made to 
perform an operation, which the attending 
surgeons said offered the only possibility of 
saving the victim's life. 


Dies on Operating Table. 

While she was on the operating table and 
preparations for the operation were being 
made, Mrs. Pinney died without regaining 
consciousness, 

Cart B. Pinney, Mrs. Pinney'’s son, with 
whom she had lived, was informed by the 
police that his mother had been injured, per- 
haps fatally. He was nearly rated. 
Upon learning the manner in which she had 
been hurt he urged the police to capture 
the men. 

All stations in the city were informed of 
the accident and every policeman duty 
was instructed to take the men into custody

The arguments brought out at Wednes- 
day afternoon's indignation meeting at the 
Armitage Avenue settlement were brought 
to bear upon Inspector Hedrick in full force 
by the women. 

“Tf a woman can secure such a position 
in competition with men and hold it hon- 
orably, while graft is going on all around 
her, she deserves to keep it,“ said one of the 
women. Tou bring charges against one 
of the women inspectors, but you don’t men- 
tion the grafting done by the men.“ 


Gives Answer in Writing. 


Inspector Hedrick was polite, but obdurate. 
At the close of the conference he prepared 
the following statement, signed it, and pre- 
sented it to the women: 

Women inspectors can do the following: 

Factory inspection. 

Workshop inspection. 

Some parts of house to house inspection. 

I advocate the above provided that the bureau 
has sufficient appropriation for all, general sani- 
tary work to be done by men. 

Until the appropriation can be such as to allow 
of at least twelve male inspectors I do not favor 


} the retention of any female inspectors. 


Women are absolutely incapacitated for 
the general work.“ he said. They are not 
practical plumbers or students of sanitation. 
If I could get $5,000 more from the commit- 
tee I would be willing to employ one or two 
women, but. not otherwise.“ 


8 Charges Against Mrs. Pic. 


A network of charges and counter charges 
in regard to the administration of the sani- 
tary inspection department has resulted from 
Inspector Hedrick’s action. Mrs. Auguste 
H. Pio, 144 St. Louis avenue, one of the in- 
spectors, now is charged with conducting 
her office in an improper manner. At one 
time, it is said, she was on leave of absence 
for four months and drew her pay during the 
entire time. Unfair discrimination against 
certain plumbers also is alleged. 

I., reply to these charges Mr.. Pio declares 
that she has been treated unfairly because of 
her sympathy with a former employé who 
was discharged by Inspector Hedrick, and 
that her efforts at securing sanitary improve- 
ments have been blocked by the chief in- 
spector’s discrimination in favor of wealthy 
landlords. 


Cites Oase in Denial. 


As an example of the latter, she cites the 
folllowing case, the facts in which were veri- 
fled by a reporter for Tum TrRIBUNB: 

Late in 1904 complaint was made of condi- 
tions at a restaurant at 407 West Madison 
street, run by one Joseph Larmay. Mrs. Pio 
visited the place, found the ceiling and floor 
of the basement in an insanitary condition, 
and filed a statement of the case. The bulld - 
ing, it transpired, is owned by Jacob Frank, 
a wealthy real estate owner. 

During the winter Mrs. Pio was ill. On 
her return to. work she found that nothing 
had been done and visited the place again. 
The wife of the proprietor told her that con- 
ditions were intolerable, and asked her help 
in inducing the landlord to make the neces- 
sary repairs. At the office Mrs. Pio was 
told that Mr. Frank could not be made to 
repair the building. 

Mrs. Pio then recommended the case for 
legal action. Suit was brought and again 
and again the case was continued :Mrs. 
Larmay was called on to testify three times 
during the summer. On the last occasion, 
according to Mrs. Pio, she found Inspector 
Hedrick seated by the side of the judge.and 
whispering in his ear. The case again was 
postponed, and late last fall, by an agreement 
between Mr. Frank and Joseph Larmay, 
Mr. Frank paid Larmay $20 and Larmay 
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t she did not 
act on it ‘until July 5, 1508. It was the duty 
take up the matter. Mrs. 
Pio was suspended in August for ingubordi- 
nation, and during that time the repairs were 
made. I inspected the place with Mr. 
Frank and another inspector and the matter 
was closed. 

Mrs. Pio has been guilty of gross insubor- 
dination and has carried on her work in a 
high handed manner. If she continued in 
this way she would. be discharged perma- 
nently before long in any case. 

- Whalen Talks of Case. 

“TI approved Mt. Hedrick’s recommenda- 
tion because the matter is his affair, said 
Health Commissioner Whalen, when asked 
as to his attitude. The tendency in the 
city hall now is toward the exclusive em- 
ployment of men, and Mr. Hedrick's action 
is in line with that, but I have left the mat- 
ter in his hands.“ ,

Mayor Schmits this 3 ordered a 
thorough investigation into all the circum- 
stances connected with the death of Tenny, 
and it is believed he will order the supervisors 
10 issue no more permits for ‘prizefights in 
San Francisco. 

According to those who were close to the 
rirgside in the Mechanics’ pavilion last night, 
young Tenny was simply beaten to death. 
The blows which it is believed were reepons!- 
ble for his death were dealt savagely by his 
cpponent while Tenny was s0 weak that 
te could not raise his hands from his sides. 


Tenny Driven to His Death. 

An eyewitness of the fight. ‘who sat im- 
miediately behind Tenny's corner declares 
when Tenny came to his corner at the end 
of the twelfth round he told Shaughnessy 
and his other seconds he couldn't land on 
Nell and that he was surely beaten. Shaugh- 
nessy said: 

“Go on, you are mistaken, Harry, you have 
him beaten. He has worn himself out, and 
all you need is one good blow to jaw.“ 

Tenny tried desperately in the thirteenth 
round, but made no headway. Again at the 
end of this round he told Shaughnessy he 
could do nothing and again he was urged to 
fight. When he was knocked down first by 
Neil in the fourteenth round, Tenny was ac- 
tually counted out while he had his knee on 
the carpet, but Roche said: “Give him an- 
other chance,” and allowed the fight to go 
on.

Pour Strychnine Inte Lad. 

Tenny fainted as he lay on the floor and 
was carried unconscious to his dressing 
room, and it was half an hour before he re- 
covered. Then he was removed to a bath 
house, where he complained of a great pain 
in his head and stomach. His pulse fell to 
40. Dr. Kergan wa: summoned and admin- 
istered so much strychnine, it is asserted, 
that Willie Britt, who was present, protested. 
Finally, at 4 o’clock, Tenny fell asleep, and 
the doctor sald he would awake all right. 

Barly today he awoke in agony, and called 
for his trainer, Shaughnessy. Before the 
latter could get the doctor Tenny died. 

Nell, Promoter Coffroth, and Referee 
Roche were arrested. and later. released on 
$500 bail. 

Some of Tenny’s friends declare his death 
was induced ‘by excessive injections of 
strychnine given by Dr. Kergan. 

After making the autopsy, Coroner. Sur- 
geon Cussack announced that Tenny’s death 
was due to cerebral hemorrhage, caused, 
probably, by a blow. He discovered the 
strychnine, and possibly other drugs, given 
Tenny during the night, and had the stom- 
ach removed and sent to the city chemist, 
who will analyze the cont:nts.: 

Second Lays Blame on Epilepsy. 

“It ts ridiculous to say that Tenny was 
poisoned,” said Shaughnessey, who was one 
of Tenny’s seconds, tonight. I was with 
him all the timé, and he had no chance to get 
anything that was not regular. I think 
Tenny probably died of epilepsy. I know a 
few nights ago he had a fit, and last night he 
had another one. I intended to ask some of 
the family if he was subject to such attacks. 
I never heard that he was until some one told 

me of the attack. He certainly acted as if 
he was in @ fit, and I beliéve that he died in 
one.”

It is significant that the Chinese govern- 
reent’s policy is outwWeighing all its aseur- 
ances to the powers that uneasiness over 
the anti-foreign agitation ie causelees, and 
that this policy is fully appreciated by the 
Chinese, 

The Times correspondent ai Shanghai says 
further: 

“While there is no a ut disposition 
to encourage acts cf hostiIty, the general 
unrest throughout the country is due to the 
government's unmistakable support of the 
policy of ‘China for the Chinese,’ the most 
aggressive manifestations of which are in- 
dorsed if not directed by officials. 

“As shown by recent memorials, the regu- 
lations of the Chinese foreig: board and the 
board of commerce, the watchword is te 
keep the foreigner at arm’s length, an atti- 
tude reflected in every provincial yamen.” . 

The Tokio correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph says that Mr. Roc the American 
minister to China, has warned his govern- 
ment that a seciety has been formed it 
Hupeh province with the object of stirring 
up hostility against Christianity. He has 
requested that measures be taken to protect 
foreigners. 


Details of Nanchang Riot. 


SHANGHAI, March 1.—The following ac- 
count of the recent attack on foreign mis- 
sionaries at Nanchang, a city of 1,000,000 
inhabitants, has been received: 

Fifteen Methodists, twélve English Protes- 
tants, and fourteen French Catholic mission- 
aries were in the city last Thursday night, 
when the French Catholies had a quarrel 
with an official over a suit for the posses- 
gion of property. Great excitement prevailed 
on Friday. A massmeeting was held on 
Saturday and was followed on Sunday by a 
riot, during which the property of the Catho- 
lics was burned. The Protestants took 
refuge in the adjoining house of Mr. King- 
man. The house was burned and six priests 
and two of the Kingman family were killed. 

Governor to Rescue. 

The Chinese governor attempted to check 
the riot and r e the missionaries. The 
men of the Methodist mission, aided by 
Chinese soldiers, took their schoolgirls to 
Chinese homes in the city, and brought 
Misses Hoyt and Kahn from a hospital. All 
took refuge in midriver in a launch which 
was furnished by Chinese offictals. The 
launch waited until Chinese soldiers brought 
the remaining missionaries at daylight on 
Monday. The launch reached Kiukiang on 
Tuesday. The wounded Kingman girl died 
on the way. The Chinese could have blocked 
the passage of the launch during the twelve 
hours journey down the river, but they 


were friendly. 


Methodist Missionary Remains. 

The Rev. A. P. Quirmbach, of the Metho- 
dist China inland missions remained at Nan- 
chang to care for property. He is under pro- 
tection of the governor, and is probably safe. 
The Rev. Spencer Lewis, superintendent of 
the Methodist Episcopal mission at Chun- 
king; wired the facts to Bishop Bashford at 
Shanghai. On Monday Captain Fletcher. 
commanding the American ships, had the 
‘location of every American missionary in 
the Yangtse valley. After consultation on 
Monday Captain Fletcher ordered the gun- 
boat El Cano from Nanchang to meet the 
fugitives'at Kiukiang or Poyang lake. They 
were met at Kiukiang. The cause of thé ridt 
was local. Serious blame attaches to the 
French Catholics. Chinese friendly to the 
missionaries object to priests exercising civil 
functions.

All these great lawyers except Secretary 
Taft have been generally employed by the 
great railroad corporations, and it, fs possi- 
ble that in all honesty they have been in- 
fluenced by their previous professional affil- 
iations. Roosevelt has told them that from 
his own layman point of view the Hepburn 
bill. appears to be constitutional because it 
does not seek to deny the right of the courts 
to protect the property of the pages cz 
against confiscation. | 


: Wants to Minimize Appeal. 5 

From the outset of this long fight Presi- 
dent Reosevelt has been looking to the sub- 
stance rather than to the detail of rate regu- 
If the consensus of legal opinion 
to which men ought to bow is that a bill, to 
“be canstitutional, must contain a specific 
provision for à judicial review, he wants 
that specific provision minimized in every 
possible way. His only purpose, if there 
must be an amendment, is to have that 
amendment do as littl harm as possible to 
the interests of the shipper. With the idea 
in view of minimizing the e of the ap- 
peal as far as possible he has, tentatively 
at least, taken under consideration an 
amendment similar to that 1 printed a week 
or two ago as having been prepared by - 
torney General Moody. It was not accepta- 
ble to Senator Knox, nor did it meet the 
view of Senator Spooner. Neither is it en- 
tirely acceptable to the interstate commerce 
commission nor to Senator Dolliver, who 
still stands for the unadulterated Hepburn 
bill, and Senator Dolliver is a pretty good 
lawyer himself. 

The situation, therefore, so far as the 
president is concerned, is this: Personally 
he is satisfied with the Hepburn bill, with 
one or two minor amendments. He wants 
to secure railway rate regulation. He does 
not wish to risk the flasco of the law which 
courte may subsequently declare to be un- 
constitutional. If it is the general opinion 
of good lawyers that a specific court review 
is necessary, the president would approve 
such a law, provided the court review is lim- 
ited as much as possible. He haa, therefore, 
taken under favorable. consideration an 
amendment which reads substantially as 
follows: 

“That any person affected by the order 
of the commission may apply to the Circuit 
court of the United States in the district 
where the carrier complained of has its prin- 
cipal operating office, by petition to the 
court sitting in equity, and th@ court shall 
entertain such suit’ for the piirpose of de- 
termining whether the commission acted 
within ite authority, and whether the order 
of the commission violates the constitutional | 
rights of the plaintiff.’ 

President Roosevelt will not ask any sen- 
ator to vote for such an amendment. He 
will not object to any\senator voting against 
it. He would probably approve a law con- 
taining a court review amendment which 
would not be substantially stronger than 
that. He has declined to be responsible for 
the amendment prepared by Senator Knox, 
but he has, of course, never said he would 
veto a law containing it. 


Stands Where He Did. 

It can be said on authority of his senatorial! 
callers that President Roosevelt stands today. 
exactly where he did a year ago. He wants 
to see a law enacted which will give the in- 
terstate commerce commission the power to 
fix rates absolutely, and he wants to have 
those rates stand in the interests of the con- 
sumer until finally disposed of by a competent 
court. He does not desire to provide for any 
specific suspension, but he recognizes that 
the courts have that power and that it can- 
not be taken away from them. Therefore he 
favors the Spooner amendment I have quot- 
ed, because it seems to be the thing which 
will render suspension rates most unprofit- 
gble to rafiroads, will induce them to hurry 
up decision appeals, and will, in the mean- 
while, protect producer and shipper. it will 
not, of course, protect the consumer, as the 
president explained with great earnestness to 
all his callers, because the retail price ofa 
commodity is necessarily fixed by the origin- 
al cost of production plus the actual cost 
of transportation, and no future rebate, 
whether the money is in the hands of a 
court or not, can possibly affect the actual 
consumer who has paid for his on a 
basis of the market price at that time. 


Will Bea Rate Bill,

Referred by City Council. 
The communication from the board, which 
Was sent to the city council Jan. 8, recited 
that the estimates which the board had made 
indicated that the cost of the improvement 
would aggregate $5,407,704, including the 
cost of lands, buildings, and bridge. It stated 
the opinion of the board that from 85 to 50 
per cent of the cost should be charged to the 
city, and asked for direction in the matter. 
The request for instructions was referred to 
the joint committee north and south. 

When the aldermen in committee took up 

consideration of the communication it was 
evident that a majority opposed the boule- 
vard project. 
Mx constituents in the Twenty-second 
ward do not want to pay for this improve- 
ment,“ said Ald. Dougherty. * We want a 
bridge at Orleans street much more than we 
want this boulevard connection. I think it 
is idle to talk of spending nearly $6,000,000 
for a boulevard connection which will be 
used only by automobiles when the city is 
bankrupt and without funds to build bridges 
for commercial purposes. 


Urged by Ald. Pringle. 

Ald. Pringle said: ‘‘ I was on the subcom- 
mittee which studied this project with great 
care and reported it to the city council. It 
would be a fine thing for the city to have this 
boulevard link constructed. The need for it 
will increase as the city grows and the longer 
it is deferred the more it will cost. I realize 
that the estimated cost is high and I believe 
the wishes of the interested taxpayers should 
be considered, but I do not want to see the 
matter placed on file. I amin favor of direct- 
ing the local board of improvements to hold a 
public hearing and proceed with the prelimi- 
nary work.“ 


Acetylene Ordinance Opposed. 

A delegation of Grand Crossing citizens, 
headed by Ald.

in supporting a bill for the appointment of a 
state commission for the blind, was read at 
a hearing on the measure at the state house 
today. Miss Keller had expected to be pres- 
ent at the hearing. but her recent eee 
from overwork prevented it. 

Miss Keller pleaded for the enactment of 
the measure, saying that investigation has 
shown that blind babies often can be 80 
trained that they shall commence school life 
as healthy, well developed boys and girls. 
Many of the adult blind can be taught to 
produce useful and beautiful articles and thus 
become wholly or partially self-supporting. 
She urged the establishment of an industrial 
school for the blind.

Mr. Durand testified 
that none of the statements he took from the 
Morris plant had been signed. 

Attorney Godman asked him if anything 
had been sald about the Morris concern hay- 
ing interests in the tna Trading company, 
the Oppenheimer Manufacturing company, 
and the Kenwood company, The question 
was objected to and the court ruled it out. 

The examination then turned to the in- 
formation turned over to Assistant Attorney 
General O. E. Pagin by Mr. Durand in Wash- 
ington and brought to Chicago. Mr. Durand 
was still on the witness stand when court 
adjoumed.

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jeopardize the election of a senator of 


their own party than allow two men to 
be nominated instead of one in certain 
districts, for if the voters had greater 
freedom of choice they would reject the 
black sheep who are sure of election when 
they alone are nominated.

The peo- 
ple would approve, and it is questionable 
whether the courts would condemn. 


THE MINUTE MAN AND THE REGULAR. 


There is one feature of the present discus- 
sion of the advisability of increasing the 
efficiency of the United States army which 
has net received sufficient attention. The 
president’s communication to the secre- 
tary of war regarding the report of Togo, the 
Washington’ s birthday speech of the sec- 
retary, and the activity of the friends of the 
army in Washington all show a determined 
effort to secure legislation favorable to a 
larger standing army and to more useful 
reserve aids to that army. The opposition to 
be overcome is the popular sentiment of the 
country. Secretary Taft mentioned four 
distinct reasons for this opposition: 

1. The strong Anglo-Saxon tradition 
against a standing army. 

2. Our isolated position geographically. 

3. Our confidence in ourselves and in our 
power of quickly adapting circumstances to 
meet any national emergency, and 

4. The cost of past armies, whether regu- 
lar or volunteer. 

It is more than likely that a critical ex- 
amination of the average American mind 
would show the third reason to be by far 
the most powerful: The whole trend of 
American history writing, the immeasurable 
influence of popular poetry, and the equally 
powerful force of story and tradition are 
far more convincing than any carefully 
guarded argument based on fact could ever 
be. Fora hundred years American boys and 
girls have been reared on the idea of the 
efficiency of the volunteer. Every school- 
boy has been taught the story of Putnam 
leaving his plow in the furrow to hasten 
to the scene of war. The midnight ride of 
Paul Revere has fixed an idea in the mind 
which generations cannot dislodge. The 
school book accounts of the battle of Bunker 
Hill have made a badly managed engage- 
ment, which resulted in a technical defeat, 
although a moral victory, one of the great 
achievements of our national history. There 
has been pictured with satisfaction Wash- 
ington's taking command of the army at 
Cambridge, no one ever stopping long to con- 
sider that the army had neither arms nor 
uniforms, or that the minute man forgot to 
plan for his meals the day after tomorrow. 

Secretary Taft makes the statement that 
at the outbreak of the war of 1812 our regn- 
lar army was 6,744 strong, while the British 
had less than 4,500 troops in Canada, and 
that “if our military force had been ade- 
quate to the country’s needs we could have 
stepped into Canada and possessed our- 
selves of that country easily and at first.”

Now Emperor Nicholas has assigned him 
to another disturbed district, with the under- 
standing that his chief duty there while in 
military command will be to assist the civil 
authorities in suppressing disorders—in fact, 
to take a leading part in those armed attacks 
upon public gatherings of unarmed civilians, 
gatherings often comprising women and 
children, which, exploited by the foes of 
the Russian government as appalling maasa- 
eres, have contributed so much to alienate 
sympathy abroad from the czar. 

Prince Louis Bonaparte, on receiving this 
new appointment and on learning the nature 
of the work expected of him. declined to ac- 
cept it. explaining that if he had taken service 
in the Muscovite army it has been as a soldier 
and not as a gendarme; that when he had 
entreated to be allowed to join the army in 
Manchuria last year, during the war with 
Japan, he had been forbidden to proceed to 
the front, even without a command; and. 
moreover, that police work was not to his 
taste. He was thereupon given to understand 
that unless he accepted the command re-

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cently offered to him, and fulfilled the duties 


required of him, he need never expect any 
active employment from the czar again,

Confronted by this species of ultimatum 
the prince assembled a sort of family council 
at the chäteau of Moncaliere, his mother’s 
home near Turin, and there placed the mat- 
ter before, his relatives. It is said that they 
urged him to remain in the Russian army. 
But the prince has refused to do so. He 
realizes better than they do that Russia's 
alliance with France is, to all intents and 
purposes, at an end. that the czar has now 
thrown in his lot with Germany, that in the 
case of any European c 
would be found fighting by the side of Ger- 
many, and possibly against France. 

He also appreciates the fact that nowhere 
have the sanguinary encounters in Russia 
between the soldiery and the people excited 
a greater amount of horror than in France, 
and that to identify his name in any way 
therewith is to destroy whatever chances 
there may be of a Bonapartist restoration 
in France. In this, no doubt, he is right. 
For at the present moment his prospects on 
the banks of the Seine are much more prom- 
ising than those of his older brother or of 
the duke of Orleans, whereas his enemies 
would certainly make all the political cap- 
ital that they could of the fact of his doing 
police work in Russia by pointing out that 
he was in that way preparing himself for a 
revival of the massacres, wholesale arrests, 
and deportations to penal settlements which 
signalized the inauguration of the reign of 
Napoleon III. and which are still known as 
the * bloody days of December.“

Prince Louis received his early military 
training in the Italian army as a cavalry 
Officer under the immediate supervision and 
direction of his uncle, the late King Hum- 
bert. His mother is the most popular and 
untyersally venerated of the members of the 
reigning house of Italy, and he will therefore 
find himself entirely at home in the Italian 
army. while the latter will gain a general 
who is recognized in Europe, and even by 
the war department at Berlin, as a particu- 
larly clever, dashing, and able cavalry leader. 

His acceptance of a command in the Italian 
army, it may be added, pointe clearly to the 
fact that, although theoretically the alliance 
between Germany and Italy is still in ex- 
istence, yet it is to all intents and pur- 
poses at an end, and that Italy will never 
join Germany in any war in which the latter 
may embark against France. 
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In a brief pen sketch, published in these 
letters, of President Fallieres, on the oc- 
casion of his election to the chief 
of France, I incidentally mentioned that he 
Was quite as good a shot as Loubet and an 
infinitely better one than President Carnot, 
ana then I briefly recalled the popular story 
which has for years been current to the effect 
that the then Col. Brugere, now generalis- 
simo of the French army, owed his reten- 
tion on the military staff of Carnot, after 
being slated for removal. to the fact that he 
had been accidentally shot by the president 
during a battue at Rambouillet. 

This explanation of the reason which led 
the murdered president not only to keep 
Brugere on as a member of his millitary 
household, but even to make him the chief 
thereof, has been printed over and over again 
in the French and foreign press, and even 
in a number of books. It was only, however. 
when Camille Pelletan, the former minister 
of marine and a political adversary of Gen. 
Brugere. insisted in his Parisian newspaper 
that Brugere. who is a galiant officer. owed 
all his advancement and his present military 
eminence solely to the fact that he had been 
shot in the lower part of the back by Presi- 
dent Carnot. that he published a protest and 
dental. In this he declares that he was not 
shot in the back but in front, and that the 
author of the accident was not President 
Carnot but one of the head gamekeepers 
of the name of Darrien. 

—— 

President Carnot’s son, M. Sadi Carnot. 
sends me this explanation of the affair given 
by Gen. Brugere, and asks me to publish it 
in order to relieve his father of the imputa- 
tion of awkwardness. which I herewith pro- 
ceed to do. It is always difficult to get at 
the truth of these shooting accidenta when 
personages of importance are concerned in 
the affair. Thus the great French field mar- 
shal Massena. duke de Rivoli. at an imperial 
shooting party in 1800 at Marly. had one of 
his eyes destroyed by an accidental shot of 
no less a. person than the first Napoleon. 

With rare presence of mind Massena at 
once turned upon Marshal Berthier, prince 
de Wagram. his old friend and comrade. and 
began to abuse him with the most bitter 
imprecations for hie careleseness and stu- 
pidity. Berthier took the cue, accepted all 
the blame, not even flinching when the em- 
peror himself. with an impudence beyond 
all conception, commenced to assaf] him tn 
the presence of the entire party with wither- 
ing reproaches for his bad shooting. As soon.

FIGHT ON FOR COAL LANDS. 


La Follette’s Amendment to Indian Bill 
Prohibiting Railroads from Acquir- 
ing Territory Ready in Senate. 


Washington, D. C., March 1.—During con- 
sideration of the Indian settlement bill in 
the senate today Mr. La Follette offered 
his amendment prohibiting railroad com- 
panies from acquiring any of the territorial 
coal lands in Indian territory. 

Speaking in support of the amendment he 
said that these lands were worth in the ug- 
gregate $175,000,000. He said that of the 113 
leases now in existence, covering 104,000 
acres of coal lands, the railroad companies 
control fifty-two leases, covering 49,000 acres 
and that he had been informed that these 
combinations would have the.effeet of keop- 
ing out private operators because of the 
difficulty in securing transportation when 
they come into competition with railroad 
owners. He cited the conditions in West 
Virginia as shown by the letter of Gov. Daw- 
son of that state, recently read In the senate, 
and expressed the opinion that the time had 
come for the government to declare a policy 
with respect to coal lands.” 

Mr. La Follette added that it was impossi- 
ble to conceive of free competition with car- 
riers owning any commodity, and hada letter 
read from W. D. nson of Ardniore, I. T., 
declaring that the railroads now have a 
practical monopoly of the coal business in 
that territory.
